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HOTEL FIRE 


New Co mmercial Suffers H ea v y Lo ss 


— Two Sta bles, Three 
Ho rses 


and Co w Burned. 


A few minu tes after 3 o ’clock this 
morning the tire dep artment was called 
ou t to fight the fiercest fire they hav e 
yet enoou nted. 
The fire was in the 
New Co mmercial Hotel, the stable at 
the rear of the hotel and the Cordes 
barn adjo ining. 
The two stables were a mass of flam­ 
es when A disco v ered and the alarm 
tu rned in fro m the B. & O. Statio n 
and by the time dep artment arriv ed 
the flames were 
then leap ing u p the 
sou th and east sides of the hotel. 
The 
p eop ie in the hotel were hu stling to 
get ou t and sav e their effects. 
In a few mo ments the firemen had 


fou r streams of water going, bu t it 
was a stu bbo rn fire to fight. 
The was 
a lot of hay in the Cordes barn 
and 
besides all the bu ildings were frame 
and 
being v ery dry made a ho t and 
rap id fire. 
The stables were too far 
gone when the lire was discov ered to 
sav e and these being so close to the 
frame hotel the fire was q u ickly co m­ 
mu nicated to th a t bu ilding. The sou th 
end of the hotel is a mass of ru ins and 
the flames fou nd their way thro u gh 
the entire second story. 
The ro o f was { 
bu rned off and the whole of the second 
floor is ru ined. 
In fact the tire and 
water ju st’ abo u t finished the interio r 
of tjp e bu ilding. 
The Cordes b arn is an entire 
loss, 
together with three good horses, a 
bu ggy, a lot o f feed and q u ite a good 
deal of go ods th at were stored there. 
The loss here will reach $1000 w ith 
insu rance of o nly &500. 
In the Colv in barn there was a cowr 
and some feed and other things stored 
there, 
all of which were consu med. 
The insu rance o n this stable was $150 
which will not more than half co v er 
the loss. 
The loss on 
the hotel is more diffi­ 
cu lt to estimate. 
The p ro p erty is 
v alu ed at $10,000 bu t mu ch of the fu rn­ 
ishings were remo v ed 
and the bu ild­ 
ing was 
only 
p artially 
destroyed 
There was $3,000 insu rance on the 
bu ilding and $1,000 on contents bu t 
this will not nearly meet the loss. 
The hotel was owned by Mrs. Jo hn 
Colv in and the hotel was managed by 
her son, Geo rge Smith, and was do ing 
good bu siness. 
The o rigin of the fire is u nknown 
bu t there are tho se who believ e it was 
set on fire. 
So me believ e it started in 
the Colv in stable while o thers are of 
the op inion th a t 
it started in the 
Cordes barn. 
The excellent water p ressu re at this 
fire has been freq u ently commented on 
today. 
While the fire was in p ro gress 
and fou r line of ho se were in u se the 
p ressu re was so stro ng that the Chief 
went to a telep ho ne twice and asked 
that the p ressu re be redu ced so the 
men cou ld handle the nozzles to a 
better adv antage. 
This test shows 
that the recent imp ro v ements made at 
the [ju mp ing statio n are all right.

not be mu ch of a hardship to bu ild 
u p a new' su rp lu s and some day “ cu t 
the melo n.” 
The franchise does not 
p rev ent it. 
If there shou ld 
be 
a deficit and 
p rices of telep hones raised to co v er 
this deficit u nder section 5 and the 
div idends thereby redu ced from eight 
to six p er cent, how’ then wou ld the 
su bscriber ev er receiv e a redu ction in 
rates u nder section 3? 
Under this 
times, at reasonable rates, with p ower j section the directo rs cou ld take o u t a 
six p er cent div idend and p u t the two 
o r mo re in the su rp lu s fu nd, and then 
disp o se of the su rp lu s fu nd as they 
saw fit. 
If there is a section in this franchise 
that giv es the city any right to cancel

| thereof, o r imp ose a p enalty on the 
| new co mp any in case of a v iolation of 
1 any p a rt thereof, we fail to find 
it. 
I It sho u ld also be bo rne in mind that

A rep o rt of an Indianap o lis 
Asso ciatio n has been 
rep eatedly re­ 
ferred to. 
A p art of this rep o rt is as 
follows: 
“ It is in o u r o p inio n adv isable 
and better for the citizens of Indian­ 
ap o lis that s e r v i c e shou ld be fu rnish­ 
ed by o ne comp any, 
p rov ided,

agreement can be made secu ring from 
one co mp any

reserv ed by the city to maintain

enforce these co nditio ns.” 
Statement after statement has been 
made claiming that the new co mp any 
was o p erating u nder a franchise 
that 
met this demand and 
p rotected the 
p eop le. 
This franchise, from begin­ 
ning to end does not refer to the kind 
of serv ice to be giv en now o r hereafter 
by the co mp any. 
The words good ser­ 
v ice, bad serv ice or indifferent serv ice 
do no t ap p ear in the franchise. 
This 
canno t be denied by anybo dy who has 
read the franchise: and still there are 
p eop le who wou ld like to hav e ev ery­ 
one believ e that it did. 
As to the regu latio n of rates, if 
there is a section in this franchise 
that effects in any way the raising of 
these rates it is Section 5 which reads 
as follows: 
“ If said rep o rt shows that the 
in­ 
come h as not been su fficient to meet 
the div idends, ru nning exp enses, 
and 
eight p er cent of the cap ital stock for 
dep reciatio n fu nd, the directo rs shall 
be era owered to raise the p rice of 
p hone serv ice to a p oint su fficient only 
to co v er su ch deficit, p rov ided, that 
div idends in excess of six p er cent 
shall no t be allowed, if the rates for 
p hone serv ice are in excess of one
